Wilson did not see the 
President 
through the day. 
The m eetings of 
the house men brought about a thor­ 
ough understanding among them as to 
lin e of action a t the caucus to-day and 
in the subsequent proceedings of the 
senate and house. They reviewed the 
situation from every possible stand­ 
point and prepared themselves for all 
emergencies. 
At the outset the house 
conferrees satisfied themselves of the 
parliam entary situation of the bill. 
They had done this with the greatest 
care tow ard securing an accurate and 
authoritative decision. 
Speaker Crisp 
had been asked to examine with care 
the precedents bearing on the case, 
and it was understood th at he had in 
turn consulted Secretary Carlisle, who, 
as ex-speaker of the house, is regarded 
as one of the best authorities on 
parliam ent procedure. 
From the exam ination which had 
been made the conferrees were fully 
satisfied th a t the house of representa­ 
tives had the right to pass the senate 
bill now or at any time. 
This deter­ 
mination w ent much further thn~« has 
heretofore been understood. 
It, was 
th at the house, having the actual 
physical possession of the tariff bill, 
could pass it w ith the senate amend­ 
ments before the Hill resolution passed 
or after the Hill resolution was de­ 
feated. 
T hat is, so confident were the 
house conferrees of their right to pass 
the bill a t any time they regarded 
their rights as entirely unaffected by 
anything the senate c. uld do with the 
Hill resolution or w ith any other reso­ 
lution. 
This conclusion was of the 
utm ost importance in bearing on the 
action 
of 
the caucus to-day. 
It 
assured them, 
in the first place, 
there was no 
need 
of 
precipi­ 
tate action toward accepting

senate bill before Mr. Hill’s resolution 
had passed. 
This resolution could be 
taken up in the senate a t ll o’clock, 
and it had been feared at first th at the 
house 
caucus, which begins 
at I 
o’clock, would be compelled to take 
hasty action in accepting the senate 
bill in order to prevent the house 
from losing its opportunity to pass the 
senate bill by the adoption of the Hill 
resolution. 
It was agreed, however, I 
th at no such haste was necessary. < On 
the contrary it was felt the house, in 
having possession of the bill and a 
parliam entary right to pass it at any 
time, 
had everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by deliberate action. 
E ntertaining these views the house 
conferrees did not 
believe it was 
necessary or prudent for the house 
caucus then and there to pass a reso­ 
lution at once to accept the senate 
bill. 
They realize the situation is so 
critical the question of accepting the

TALMAGE’S THEME 


SU ICIDE THE SU B JE C T OF TH IS 
WEEK’S SERMON. 


In the Olden Time, Before the Dawn 
of Christianity, Self Murder Was Con­ 
sidered Honorable and a 
Sign 
of 
Courage— Moral .Cowardice. 
B r o o k l y n , ’N. Y , Aug-. 12.—T iev. Dr. 
Talm age, 
who is now abroad, has 
selected as the subject for to-day’s 
serm on through the press, th e w ord 
“Suicide,” the te x t being Acts x v i: 27, 
28: “He drew o u t his sw ord and would 
have killed him self, supposing th a t 
the prisoners 
had 
fled. 
B ut Paul 
cried w it J. a loud voice, saying, Do 
thyself no harm .” 
H ere is a w ould-be suicide arrested 
in his deadly attem pt. 
He w as a 
sheriff and according to the Homan 
law a bailiff him self m ust suffer the 
punishm ent due an escaped prisoner; 
and if the prisoner breaking jail was 
sentenced to be endungeoned for three 
o r four years, then the sheriff m ust be 
endungeoned for three or four years; 
an d if the prisoner breaking jail w as 
to have suffered capital punishm ent, 
then th e sheriff m ust suffer capital 
punishm ent. 
T he sheriff had received especial 
charge to keep a sharp lookout for 
P aul and Silas. 
The governm ent had 
n o t had confidence in bolts and bars 
to keep safe these tw o clergym en, 
about whom there seemed to be some­ 
th in g strange and supernatural. 
Sure enough, by m iraculous power, 
they are free, and the sheriff, w aking 
o u t of a sound sleep, and supposing 
these m inisters have run away, and 
know ing th a t they were to die for 
preaching Christ, and realizing th a t 
he m ust therefore die, ra th e r th an go 
under the ex ecu tio n ers ax, 
on the 
m orrow and suffer public disgrace, 
resolves to precipitate his own de­ 
cease.

Phillip of 
Macedon. 
Cato, 
ra th e r th an subm it to Julius 
Caesar, took his own life, 
and after 
th ree tim es his wounds had been 
dressed tore them open and perished. 
M ithridates killed him self ra th e r th an 
subm it to Pompey, the conqueror. 
H annibal destroyed his life by poison 
from his ring, considering life un­ 
bearable. 
A fter the disaster of Mos­ 
cow, N apoleon alw ays carried w ith 
him a preparation of opium, and one 
n ig h t his servant heard the ex-em- 
peror arise, put som ething in a glass 
and drink it, and soon afte r the groans 
aroused all the atten d an ts, and it was 
only th rough utm ost m edical skill he 
w as resuscitated from th e stupor of 
th e opiate. 
Tim es have changed, and y et the 
A m erican conscience needs to be toned 
up on the subject of suicide. 
Have 
you seen a paper in the last m onth 
th a t did n o t announce the passage out 
of life by one's o.vn behest? 
De­ 
fau lters, alarm ed a t the idea of ex­ 
posure, q u it life precipitately. 
Men 
losing large fortunes go out of the 
w orld because they can n o t endure 
e a rth ly existence. 
F ru strated affec­ 
tion, dom estic infelicitja dyspeptic im­ 
patience, anger, rem orse, envy, jeal­ 
ousy, destitution, 
m isanthropy 
are 
considered sufficient causes for ab ­ 
sconding from this life by Paris green, 
by 
laudanum , 
by 
belladonna, by 
O thello’s dagger, by halter, by leap 
from the ab u tm en t of a bridge, by 
firearms. 
More cases of “felo de se” , 
in the la st tw o years of the w orld’s 
existence. 
The evil is m ore and m ore 
spreading. 
A pulpit n o t long ago expressed 
some doubt as to w hether there was 
an y th in g w rong about qu ittin g this 
life w hen it became disagreeable, and 
th ere are found in respectable circles 
people apologetic for the crim e w hich 
P aul in the te x t arrested. 
I shall 
show you before I g et through th a t 
suicide is the w orst of all crim es and 
I shall lift a w arning unm istakable. 
B u t in the early p art of th is serm on I 
w ish to adm it th a t some of the best 
C hristians th a t have ever lived have 
com m itted self-destruction, but alw ays 
in dem entia and not responsible.

have no doubt ab o u t their happiness. 
T he dear Lord took them rig h t out of 
th e ir dazed and frenzied state into 
perfect safety. 
How Christ feels to­ 
w ard th e insane you m ay know n from 
the kind way he treated the dem oniac 
of G adara and the child lunatic, and 
th e potency w ith w hich he hushed 
the tem pests either of sea or brain. 
Scotland, the land prolific of in te l­ 
lectual giants, had none g rander th an 
H ugh Miller. 
G reat for science and 
g reat for God. 
He came of the best 
H ighland blood, and he w as a de­ 
scendant of Donald Roy, a m en em i­ 
nent for his piety and the rare g ift of 
second-sight 
His attain m en ts,clim b­ 
ing up as he did from the quarry and 
the w all of the stonem asons, drew 
forth the astonished adm iration of 
Buckland and M urchison, the scient­ 
ists, and Dr. Chalmers, the theologian, 
and held universities spellbound w hile 
he told them the story of w hat he had 
seen of God in the old red sandstone. 
T h at man did more th an any being 
tw at ever lived to show th a t the God 
of the hills is the God of the Bible, 
and he struck his tuning fork on the 
rocks of Crom arty until he brought 


geology and theology accordant in 
divine worship. 
His tw o books, en­ 
titled “F ootprints of the Creator” and 
th e “Testim ony of the Rocks,” pro­ 
claim ed th e bans of an everlasting 
m arriage betw een 
genuine 
science 
and revelation. 
On this la tte r book 
he toiled day and n ig h t through love 
of n atu re and love of God, until he 
could not sleep, and his brain gave 
way, and he was found dead w ith a 
revolver by Lis side, the cruel in stru ­ 
m ent having had tw o bullets—one for 
him and the other for the gunsm ith 
w ho a t the coroner’s inquest was ex­ 
am ining it and fell dead. 
Have you 
any doubt of the beatification of Hugh 
Miller, after his hot brain had ceased 
throbbing th a t w inter n ig h t in his 
Study a t Portobello? 
Among 
th e 
m ightiest of earth, am ong the m ighti­ 
est of heaven. 
No one ever doubted the piety of 
W illiam Cowper, the au th o r of those 
three g reat hymns, “Oh, for a closer 
w alk w ith God,” “W hat various hin­ 
drances we m eet,” “T here is a foun­ 
tain filled 
w ith 
blood.” 
W illiam 
Cowper, who shares w ith Isaac W atts 
and Charles W esley the chief honors 
of Christian hym nology. In hypochon­ 
dria he resolved to take his own life 
and rode, to the river Thames, b u t 
found a m an seated on some goods 
a t the very point from w hich he ex­ 
pected to spring, and rode back to his 
home, and th a t n ig h t threw him self 
upon his own knife, b u t the blade 
broke, and then he hanged him self to 
th e ceiling, b u t the rope parted.

w onder th a t w hen God m ercifully de­ 
livered him from th a t aw ful dem entia 
he sat down and w rote th a t other 
hym n ju st as m em orable:
